W ashington, Sept. 27. — General 
Luis Mena, leader of the N icaraguan 
revolutionists, has surrendered, wltn 
TOO followers, to the United States, 
sud is to he sent to P an am a under 
guard of Am erican sailors and m a­ 
rines. 
A m erican Minister Weitzel reported 
to the sta te departm ent that Rear Ad 
iniral S outherland had accepted the 
surrender ol General Mena and his 
force on Sept. 24. His capture is taken 
to indicate the collapse of the revolu­ 
tion and his removal to P an am a proti 
ably m eans exile. 
it is not thought that General Zele 
don and his forces will attem pt to 
hold out, now that the head of the rev­ 
olution has given up. Little im port­ 
ance is attached to the announcem ent 
by Ju an Dias, former follower of Ze- 
laya, to succeed General Mena. Irias 
made known his ambition before leav­ 
ing San Jose, Costa Rica, several days 
ago. 
Nothing has since been heard of 
his w hereabouts. 
Officials in W ashington believe that 
General Mena requested th at he be 
perm itted to surrender 
to 
Admiral 
Southerland 
from 
fear of 
s u m m a r y 
action at the hands of th e Nicaraguan 
federals, and the adm iral 
doubtless 
thought it advisable to get the rebel 
leader out of the country as soon as 
possible. 
S tate departm ent officials are said 
to be worried over the ultim ate dis 
position of General Mena 
In some 
quarters it is thought that exile would 
not be consistent with the best inter 
ests of the United States and Nit ara- 
gua, because Mena would be likely to 
reappear at any moment in N icaragua 
and start another disturbance. 
On the o ther hand, it is held, the 
United S tates has no legal authority 
to hold th e rebel general, and it is 
thought he may eventually be turned 
over to the N h arag u an authorities lo 
do with as they see fit. 
While the United S tates would not 
countenance officially the sum m ary ex 
ed ition 
of 
the 
rebel 
leader, it is 
thought the state departm ent would 
make uo protest should P resident Diaz 
follow such a course. 
Mena, by his 
barbarous attack on women and chil­ 
dren 
and 
non-combatants, and his 
shelling of hospitals and unprotected 
public houses, has. it is contended, 
placed himself outside the pale of civ­ 
ilization. 
The disposition of Mena and his 
force, however, will depend upon the 
term s 
m ade by him 
with Admiral 
Southerland. 
If Admiral Southerland 
has accepted 
the surrender with a 
pledge for protection that prom ise will 
be respected by the state departm ent, 
even it its redemption 
involves the 
transportation of the rebels to P a n a ­ 
ma 
in the sam e dispatch from Minister 
Weitzel whi<h confirmed M e n as stir 
render, the state departm ent learned 
that conditions at G ranada when the 
American forces arrived th ere were 
pitiable. 
Women and children were 
dying in the streets from starvation, 
while rebel soldiers brutally attacked 
any one who made an outcry. What 
little food there was in th e city had 
been captured by the rebels, who also 
cut off the supply of water. T he Amer

when they began the distribution oi 
the Red Cross supplies.

She said th a t the $20,000 worth of 
silver plate which General Sickles al­ 
leged was in her possession was in a 
safe deposit vault in Madrid. She de­ 
clared that General Sickles was not 
the sole ow ner of all his allverware, 
and said that sue owned part interest 


in it. 
Except for a paragraph 
attacking 
Mrs. Sickles personally, th# general’s 
statem ent follows: 
"I am reluctantly constrained to no 
tic* the vicious m isrepresentation giv 
en to the new spapers regarding my 
relations with my wife and her inter 
ventiou iu my affairs. These false as 
sertions have m ade such an unfavor 
able impression on my com rades and 
friends that I cannot remain silent any 
longer. 
“It is asserted, for example, th a t my 
wife pawned her jewels to pay the 
judgm ent obtained against me by a 
trust company for $8000. It was noi 
necessary for her to pawn jewels. She 
bas au ample fortune of her own. Aud, 
besides, aa arm y com rade had already 
arranged to satisfy the judgm ent. 
"T he fact 1b, she has not paid that 
judgm ent. 
She had It transferred tc 
herself, and site now holds it aud can 
enforce it at any time she may choost 
to do so. Moreover, many of the Jew 
els she pawned belong to me. These 
were iii the possession of my mother 
aud my daughter, I A ura 
Buchanan 
Sickles, aud were appropriated by my 
wile in 1876, after the decease or my 
m other in Madrid. They never wert 
the property ot my wile. 
I never gave 
them to lier. 
"My wile has now in her possession 
in Madrid more than $20,000 worth ol 
silver plate belonging to me— a din 
nor servic e for thirty six persons, in 
eluding a silver-gilt d e s e r t set. Als 
many valuable pieces ol silver bough 
by me at the sale of royal plat? in in* 
palace of Madrid. She bas besides i.i 
her possession ail the costly iurni.ur* 
that was in my palace residence, all 
of which were sent by her to Madrid 
from Baris in 1880. 
"I have not lived with Mrs. S. since 
1880. for good and sufficient reasons. 
“ W hen I separated from my wife, 
In 1880, I was not even acquainted 
with my friend, Miss Eleanor Earl* 
Wilmerding, whose nam e has been so 
often m entioned as the cause of tin 
separation, for whom I have the high 
est esteem. N either Miss W ilmerding 
nor any other of my friends ha vt 
taken any part w hatsoever in connec 
tion with my financial affairs nor the 
present situation of my dom estic af 
fairs 
"Mrs. S. has never resided in my 
home in New York.”
